we have no hesitation inasserting that, in proportion 
to the 


amount of the claim, this smaller bill was by all odds 
the 


rankest instance ofgraft that has come withinour knowledge 
for a long time. This billincludes the following charges for 
advertising.

Making a total of $22.50 for this notice from the 
tax

bill. Now the writer had noticed the extraordinary 
manner 


in which this particular 
advertisement 
appeared 
in 
the 


columns of our democratic cotemporary —a method which no 
practical printer or newspaper 
man, with honest 
intentions, 


would ever dream of adopting, unless his sole object 
was to 


inflate his columns and give away space. Believing that there 
was "a nigger in.the woodpile," .we were curious 
enough 
to 


watch the outcome, and see 
whether the claim would pass 


muster with the officials whose duty itis to protect 
the 
tax- 


payers against unscrupulous, 
fraudulent methods. 
If these 


officials did not know the grafting nature of the bill,it was 
their business 
to find out. 
That is what they 
were elected 


and are paid for. Ignorance is no excuse. Had they taken the 
trouble to look back they would have 
found that 
two years 


ago a billfor a similar advertisement 
was presented 
by the 


Ledger office. Itcontained twice the amount of reading that 
this Dispatch notice contains, 
measured less than- one half 
' 
the quantity 
of squares, —by printer's 
measurement 
eight 


squares, 
—and the county was charged 
$2 for each 
insertion. 


Itis a matter of history that this particular billwas watched 
very closely by certain democratic 
officials.

which was inserted 
by the retiring republican 


official, the supervisors

drawing that sum from the treasury for each insertion, he has 
defrauded 
the people of Amador county to the tune of $3.40 


for every time the advertisement 
has been printed. This action 


is ou a par witha bricklayer, who takes a contract to lay the 
regulatiou brick at so much per thousand. 
When he 
comes 


to charging he puts in a bill for four thousand 
brick for 


every thousand actually laid. 
That is what 
the Dispatcn 


has done in this advertisement. 
He has charged for noupariel 


type, instead of pica, and the guardians ofthe taxpayers 
have 


let the fraud pass. 
By the same 
process 
our cotemporary, 


by using three or four line pica as the body of the 
advertise, 


nient, might have made the notice occupy ten times as much 
space, and measuring the same as nonpariel 
the bill would 


have run up to hundreds of dollars.

missable, there is no stopping place in this method 
of fraud > 


Using poster type of large size, the 
notice would have re. 


quired a string of paper reaching clear across the county, and 
the billwould have run into the thousauds 
of dollars for each 


issue, if such a sheet

This matter is respectfully called to the attention 


of the prosecuting attorney ofthis couuty, and the grand jury.

Leonardo da V inci W as tha First Ona 
to Suggest It. 
Credible accounts exist of an English 
Benedictine monk, Oliver of Malmea 
bury. In the eleventh century having 
tried to fly by precipitating himself 
from the height of a tower with the 
assistance of w ings attached to his 
arms snd his feet. It is said that, hav 
ing gone along a little way. he fell and 
broke his legs. H e attributed his accl 
dent to failure to provide his appara­ 
tus with a tall, which would have help­ 
ed preserve his equilibrium and made 
his descent a gentler one. 
In the sixteenth centnry Leonardo da 
Vinci first dem onstrated that a bird 
which Is heavier than the air, sustains 
itself, ndvanccs in the air, “by render­ 
ing the fluid denser where It passes 
than where it does not pnss.” In order 
to fly it has to fix its point of support 
on the air. Its w ings in the descending 
stroke exert a pressure from above 
down, tho renetion of which from be­ 
low' up forces the center of gravity of 
its hotly to nsoend a t each instant to 
the height at which the bird wishes to 
malntnin it. Some sketches which hove 
come down to us prove thnt Leonnrdo 
occupied himself, like Oliver of Malmes­ 
bury, with giving m an the power to fly 
by the assistance of wings suitably 
fixed to the body. 
We owe to Leonardo nlso the inven­ 
tion of the pnrncliuto, which ho de­ 
scribed in tho following terms: "If a 
man had a pavilion each side of which 
was fifteen braces wide and twelve 
braces high he m ight cast himself from 
any height w hatever without fear of 
danger.” It may be said, too, of Leo­ 
nardo da Vinci th a t he was the first to 
suggest the Idea of the screw propeller. 


A SAUCY DUCHESS. 


Her Audacious Fig h t For Gay and His 
"Beggars’ Opera.” 
When the “Beggars’ Opera,” by Gay, 
was produced in 1728 it took positively 
by storm. The king still clung to H an­ 
del, but the nobility, with the Duchess 
of Queensberry am ong them, flocked 
rapturously to th e “Newgate pasto­ 
ral.” The “Beggars’ Opera” had a run 
of sixty-two nights, unprecedented in 
those days, and as one result of its 
success Handel became bankrupt. Sud­ 
denly there came an order from the 
lord chancellor to stop the new piece. 
Why, is not exactly known unless it 
was because the prim e minister consid­ 
ered himself to be too faithtfully rep­ 
resented therein. 
However that may 
have been, the th e ate r had to be closed, 
whereupon the Duchess of Queensber­ 
ry took up Gay’s cause and vehemently 
championed it. 
Very busy w as she in those days, 
driving about in h er coach asking for 
guinea subscriptions for printing cop­ 
ies of the forbidden play. And so heed­ 
less was Kitty th a t she carried her list 
to the queen’B draw ing room itself and 
had the audacity to ask the king for a 
subscription. 
T his was a little too 
much, and her grace was requested to 
withdraw from the court, Kitty an­ 
nouncing, with characteristic compo­ 
sure, that the command was very 
agreeable to her, as she had never gone 
there for her own diversion, but to be­ 
stow civility upon the king and queen.

Papua Island. 
Papua Island w as so named by the 
Malays, and the w ord means “frizzled,” 
in reference to the hair of the inhabit­ 
ants. 
It Is generally supposed that 
Papua or New Guinea was originally 
part of the mainland of Australia. It 
was discovered by the Portuguese In 
1526, though It w as probably sighted 
by A. Dabreu during his voyage fifteen 
years earlier.

HOW IT WAS DONE. 


Raise In Salaries of iState (Officers 
Curries by TwolVotes. 


Two votes is the majority for the 
constitutional amendment proposing 
to raise the sslsrles of ststo officers 
and clerka and whioh was supposed 
to have heeu beaten at the polls by 
a small margin. 
This m orning the figures 
in 
the 
hands of tbe secretary of state in d i­ 
cated th a t the amendment had 
been 
beaten by n majority of 108. 
W. H. 
Govan, statistician in the office of 
tbe secretnty 
of atate, and 
whose 
salary is n o t iooreased 
by th e pro­ 
visions of the amendment, was not 
satisfied 
with the result of th e re­ 
turns in 
¡Sacramento 
county. 
He 
took tho returns made by the county 
election commissioners and com pared 
them w ith the returns as published 
in this city the day after the elec­ 
tion. 
He saw that in two instances 
at least what appeared to be glaring 
errors had been made. 
Mr Uovan carried his troubles to 
tho hoard of supervisors. 
H e said 
he bad every reason to believe th at 
tbe|offioial returns for tbe sixteenth 
precinct of the seoond d istric t were 
incorrect, inasmuch as he was per­ 
sonally acquainted with m ore than 
tweuty-tour men who. voted to r the 
amendment. 
Upon the advice of tbe 
district attorney the m achines weie 
opened, tbe first being that used at 
tbe sixteenth precinct, second d is­ 
trict, aud the official returns showed 
tbe vote on tbe amendment to have 
been: 
F or, 24; against, 
1U7. 
l'he 
polished report showed tbe vote to 
have been 124 for and 107 ¡against. 
The m achine, when opened, showed 
the vote cast to have beeo 124 for and 
107 against. 
This was a clea r gain 
of 100 vetes for the amendment. 
And then tbe 
machine th a t bad 
been used in tbe thirteenth p recin et 
of the second district was exam ined. 
The official returns showed th a t tbe 
vote on the am endment bad 
b e e n : 
For, 27; against, 51. 
Tbe re tu rn s as 
polished 
showed the vote to have 
been 37 for and 51 against. 
T h e am ­ 
ohiné showed that tbe vote had been 
37 for aud 51 against, or a gain of ten 
votes, aud this was enough. 
I t left 
a margin 
of two in favor of tbe 
amendment. 
That meant one 
of the 
closest finishes ever recorded on any 
proposition in 
California wbero all 
tho electors had a chance to vote. — 
Sac. News

In the m ultiplex telegraphy of M.

These c u rre n ts differ in WHve-length, 
and as signals are sent by e le c tro ­ 
magnetic vibrators or tuning forks, 
they are reoeived in roonotelephones 
or vibrnting plates, each responding 
only to im pulses of the period of one 
of the vibrators. 
The Morse signals 
are not on ly heard in nu ear-tube b u t 
if nceessary, they can be made to 
reisgtor as well. 
For this a delicate 
lever is placed against the telephone 
disk, and 
h s the disk vibrates th e 
lever is repeatedly repelled, 
m aking 
contact for a local hattery c irc u it 
through a Morse or Hughes register. 
Suob u device is the m onotelephonic 
relay. 
In a late trial over a 540-mile 
line hetween Paris and Marseilles, six

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CONGRESS HITS BACK. 


The president’s message has been construed as an affront 
by both houses of congress, especially that portion of the 
message which covertly conveys the idea that members of 
congress need the espionage of the government detective 
service. The president was piqued because congress was not 
disposed to be as liberal in grantieg funds for the support of 
this service as the president thought it ought to be. A com 
mittee has been named by each branch to investigate the 
disbursements of the detective service. This is a retaliatory 
move to the objectionable portions of the message aimed at 
congress.

It seems that the closing days of the Roosevelt administration 
is to be marked by a clash between the president and congress. 
This is to be regretted. Roosevelt has made a chief executive 
of whom the nation is proud, and who has commanded the 
respect and admiration of the civilized world. His remarkable 
handling of the nation’s affairs will not be materially dimmed 
by the result of the investigations set afoot by congress. Still 
the insiuuations against the national legislature contained 
in the message were unfortunate—perhaps blunder would be 
the right word. If congressmen had gone astray the in. 
dividual members should be investigated, the charges should 
be specific. To throw a bombshell by means of the opening 
message, aiming at the body generally, and no one in ; par­ 
ticular, was not wise. 


LXPERTING BOOKS. 


It has been said that the books of the county officers have 
not been experted for many years, and for that reason it 
would not be amiss to do something in this direction. It 
is added that beyond a few trifling clerical errors, nothing 
would be likely to come of such an investigation. From 
the latter assumption the Ledger must dissent. The usual 
method of expertiug the books would be useless now, as it 
has been in years gone by. Simply to see whether money 
collected by the officers had been paid, to the treasurer, and 
faithfully paid out on claims allowed and audited by the 
proper officers, would do little good. That is not the kind 


oí exploiting this county is in need of. But if the experting 
took a wider and more practical range, we believe it would 
prove a godsend to the taxpayers of this couuty. That is to 
say, if the expert would go behind the returns, 
and report whether certain claims have been correctly and 
legally allowed and paid, whether the laws governing the 
allowance and payment of bills have been observed, whether 
contracts which the law enjoins have been strictly kept, 
whether slipshod, unbusiness like methods have been followed 
in some qases to the detriment of the county, while in others 
a pettiness has been adopted to the injury of the individual 
claimant. If this were the spirit of the expert investigation, 
we believe it would prove a boon indeed to a long-suffering 
community. But of the mamby-pamby, mush and milk, soft- 
soap expert business, we have had enough and to spai*e.

DEATH VALLEY. 
The Burning, Blasting Winds That 
Sweep This Arid W aste. - 
The prevailing winds In Denth val­ 
ley are from the west. Though origi­ 
nating In the Pacific ocean and sat­ 
urated with humidity In traveling the 
Intermediate distance, they are Inter­ 
cepted by the lofty peaks of four 
ranges of mountains, which absorb all 
of their moisture, so that by the time 
they reach the valley all humidity has 
disappeared. The blasts are as If 
heated In a fiery furnace, and no liv­ 
ing thing can survive the intense heat. 
Even birds Indigenous to the region 
die.It Is In the months of greatest heat 
that the sandstorms of Death valley 
are most deadly. They rage with In­ 
tense fury, obliterating the landscape 
and dimming the light of the sun, 
withering the scanty vegetation and 
covering the trails deep In powdered 
dust. At all times the aspect of the 
valley Is superlatively desolate. No 
spot on earth surpasses It In aridity or 
Tophet-like heat. 
During the heated term an hour 
without water means death. Meat be­ 
comes putrid in an hour. Eggs are 
cooked In the blistering sand. Water 
is only palatable by means of large, 
porous, earthenware jars, common to 
all hot countries, suspended In drafts 
and reduced In temperature by means 
of the rapid evaporation of the mois­ 
ture from the outside.
